solid basis of economy. But the 
schools must be carried on." 


The conference addressed by Mr. 


Hoover was a small one, designed 
as a working meeting to seek a 
concensus between educational, la- 
bor and agricultural leaders upon 
a plan for school economy.

Biographer of Jesus-—After Ecstacy, Depres- 
sion—Is There Such a Thing As Tempta- 
tion?—The Goodly Fellowship of Glorified 
Common People. 


Most journalistic of all the books 


of the Bible is John Mark's terse 
tale of the career of Christ. Mark 
had a real "news sense"; .his book 
is like the work of a trained re- 
porter, concerned to set down only 
the concrete facts, without any 
of his own personal observations 
thereon. Luke, perhaps a better 
writer, resembles the special cor- 
respondent type, to whom opinions 
are permitted, and who can branch 
out into the speculative aspect of 
things. For a stereoscopic picture 
of the Life, we need all the Goa- 
pels. 


As a novelist may lake the bare 


facts of a. reporter's story, and 
expand them into a great picture 
of human life; so preachers and 
commentator^ have used Mark;s 
material . interpretative!/, to the 
extent of countless books. But this 
author himself is simply a good 
reporter. As H. H. Helman says 
of him, in "The NcV Century 
Lcadei-," Mark, "is not emotional. 
He has nothing' to prove, no pet 
theories to advance. He is simply 
a recorder. 
He tells what he 


knows. He gives facts. He has no 
bias, and no prejudices. He does 
not argue, has no disputes, noth- 
ing to defend and nobody to con- 
vince. He has something of tre- 
mendous importance to say. Hence 
ha says it rapidly - - - and quits."

None would deny the fed- 


eral power board the right 
to examine into the capitali- 
zation and 
stock transac- 


tions of public utilities for 
rate-making 
purposes and 


for the protection of the in- 
vesting public, but giving 
the board the right to dic- 
tate the manner in which 
utilities shall invest their 
money is asking too much 
even in a bureaucratic and 
capitalistic country that has 
gone a long way toward so- 
cialism. 


There is a point beyond 


which it is not wise for the 
government to go in med- 
dling with private or semi- 
public business, and it is a 
long way this side of telling 
how private capital is to be 
invested. 


Does the federal power

plants into "giant power." 
There was no reactionary 
bureaucracy to harass and 
hog-tie them; to tell them 
that their fabulous schemes 
were impractical and fool- 
hardy.

Neither conservation of 


wild life nor government 
economy is promoted by the

among several public agen- 
cies, but the fact remains 
that three federal depart- 
ments and several bureaus 
now have some voice in the 
conservation work of the 
(government. 


Game 
refuges, 
enforce- 


ment of the migratory bird 
law, research and the Alas- 
kan game commission are 
under the jurisdiction of the 
biological survey. The for- 
estry service protects' wild 
life. These are department 
of agriculture divisions. The 
bureau of fisheries, of the 
commerce .department, does 
considerable research work, 
protects Alaskan seals and 
promotes good fishing. And 
then there is the national 
park service, a division of 
the department of interior, 
which is interested in con- 
serving wild life in the na- 
tional parks. 


Nor does this 
wasteful 


and inefficient duplication of 
efforts stop here. These de- 
partments 
and 
agencies 


must not only consult each 
other but are in daily con- 
sultation as to procedure 
with the departments of jus- 
tice, state, treasury, post- 
office and labor and with 
the reclamation bureau and 
power commission. 


This may be the worst 


case of duplication of effort 
the federal machinery can 
show. And then again it 
may be qierely typical. In 
any event it is indenfensible 
and should be corrected to- 
gether with all similar con- 
ditions. 
Many such situa- 


tions in Washington would 
in themselves explain the 
growing federal deficit. 


Merely because the pub- 


lic business is nobody's busi- 
ness is no reason why 
it 


should be the most ineffi- 
cient and wasteful. Is there 
no one in Washington with 
the interests of the taxpay- 
ers at heart?

ics has received enough pub- 
licity 
to • guarantee 
him 


crowds and cheers wherever 
he goes. His name is a by- 
word. Certainly 
many of 


(those who have crowded 
about him in America have 
been attracted 
by natural 


curiosity, which is provok- 
ed by great things as well 
as by little things. 


He is also famous enough, 


publicized enough and great 
enough to be assured an of- 
ficial 
welcome anywhere. 


No official handshaker or 
key-presenter could possibly 
overlook such a guest. 


But the character of the 


reception given the author 
of the theory of relativity 
leads to the belief that some- 
thing higher and more dig- 
nified was the incentive for 
this particular glad-handing. 
That 'something undoubted- 
ly is the 
new interest the 


American 
people 
of 
all 


classes and degrees of intel- 
ligence are showing in sci- 
entists and 
the sciences. 


Their understanding is nat- 
urally greater of science in 
its applications than of sci- 
ence in the abstract. 
But 


their interest in abstract 
science is genuine. 
Their 


imagination is stirred by the 
profundity and the possi- 
bilities of the Einstein spec- 
ulations. 


This 
spontaneous mani- 


festation of admiration for 
a truly great man partly 
compensates for certain oth- 
er manifestations wherein 
the noble was ignored for 
the ignoble. ^ 


DECENTRALIZATION 


Intellectual styles are not 


exempt from the law that 
guides 
humbler 
fashions. 


They change. If anything, 
they change faster than the 
models of the dressmakers. 
About hats and gowns there 
is observable 
a s t e a d y 


rhythm. 
The 
picture' hat 


passes into the cloche of gra- 
dations. Skirts grow tighter 
or fuller'and longer or short- 
er an inch at a time. But the 
intellectual's political phil- 
osophies jerk from one ex- 
treme to the other. 


It is a matter of only five 


years since advanced politi- 
cal thinking was tremend- 
ously occupied with the Plu- 
ralistic State. Decentraliza- 
tion was the watchword in 
Europe. 
Today this same 


advanced thinking is fasci- 
nated by centralization; as- 
serts its distrust of democra- 
cy; flirts with or actually 
accepts 
dictatorship. 
No 


wonder if the rapid oscilla- 
tion in thought-styles some-

Kepeated and serious in- 


roads have been made in the 
last few years 
upon 
the 


right of a free 
press 
as 


guaranteed' under the consti- 
tution. Public officials and 
lawmakers are constantly 
approaching the 
abridge- 


ment of editorial criticism 
and 
censorship 
of news. 


There have been many court 
decisions in contravention to 
the spirit and letter of the 
rule laid down by the na- 
tion's founders. 


Some judicial rulings have 


been entirely inexplicable. 
Often, however, the courts 
have voided legislation de- 
signed to curb the freedom 
of the press. Where the 
press has been in the right 
it has usually won out in 
the end. 


Modern editorial comment 


is much more restrained 
than was onci, the case. Only 
a generation or so ago an 
editor's pen was not consid- 
ered effective unless it w~ 
dipped in vitrol, and many 
editorial pages were sus- 
tained by no right other than 
the willingness of the editor 
to defend his opinions phys- 
ically.

other constituent.
